OF THE Museum, held January 21, the officers 
were re-elected for the coming year. It was 
voted to close the present building May 1, in 
preparation for moving to the new Museum. 

Until the closing of the Museum the Tex- 
tile Room in the bsisement, No. 1 4, will be open 
to the public daily, Sundays excepted, from 1 
A. M. to 1 P. M. Students wishing to work aiter 
one o'clock with that peirt of the Collection kept 
in Room No. 14 are requested to apply at the 
desk at the door of the Museum. 

The Docent of the Museum will, until 
further notice, be open to engagement for the 
guidance of visitors in the afternoon only. Mr. 
Rowe's time during the morning will be occupied 
in Depcurlment work in preparation for the move.
